HE microscope has opened \a ihe motion 
picture camera a new and wonderful and an 
invisible world, teeming with its myriads of 


micro organisms cast in comedies, dramas and 
educational features'without end. At first the film* 
ing of microscopic life was merely a novelty, but 
with the ever-increasing interest iu popular scien- 
tific films conditions have changed and today the 
wide presentation of American-made micro-photo- 
plays is ample evidence of unusual success in this 
particular kind of screen work. Previous to the 
war the French enjoyed practically a monoply ot

sands of feet of film o* wonderful microscopic 
actors depicting invisible life were shown. 


One would suppose that the micro-photoplay 


studio would be located in the country, with Nature 
close at hand. As a matter of fact, however, the 
majority of films of this kind are being made in a 
glass-encased studio on the roof of a New York city 
skyscraper, far from all traces of Nature unless it 
be the sun and clouds above. To this studio are 
brought the various samples of stagnant water and0 
inseects and other subjects to be filmed. They ar- 
rive in small vials, test tubes, large bottles and pill 
boxes; in truth, the transportation problem }s so 
readily solved in the case of these little performers 
that the studio can be located almost anywhere. 
That is why it is found in the big city, where other 
advantages are greatest. 


The first qualification of the micro-photoplay 


director is that he must be a born naturalist; he 
must not only be intensely interested in all forms 
of animal life, but must be intimately familiar with 
the subject. He must be ingenious; for the filming 
of tile little performers calls for no mean ability 
at times. He must be a skilled photographer; for 
in the main the work is one of. photography. And, 
of course, he must know what is interesting to the 
public and know how to tell a story in pictures so 
that it will ie entertaining and instructive. For 
example, a drop of water taken from a stagnant 
pond is rich in motion-picture possibilities. In 
fact, the micro-photoplay has a big field to draw 
upon, apide from studies of anima! life. In chem- 
istry the formation of crystals and other marvels 
are now revealed. .Just as the French have al- 
ready done, it is possible to show various disease 
germs and hov-- they affect the human system. 
The circulation of blood can be filmed, as well aa 
other functions of tl'e human, body.

How SPEED of Pitched BASE BALL is DETERMINED 
I 


N his efforts to discover the fundamental laws ot 
human motion. Mr. Frank B. Gilbrcth of Provi- 
dence, R. I., has studied practically every sport 


and every handicraft. 
Hut ho studies with the 


camera—the motion-picture camera—not with the 
tye. 


Since it is necessary to know the time occu- 


pied in carrying out a given motion, sometimes to 
the thousandth of a second, and since camera 
cranks are never turned unilformly, Mr. Gilbreth 
has invented a special clock which is photographed 
with the scene. "It is a very peculiar clock," says 
a writer in Popular Science Monthly, "for it 
has only one hand, which makes six revolutions 
every second. That clock appears on every film 
and the position of its hand enables Mr. Gilbreth 
to determine the speed of a motion down to the 
one-millionth of an hour. Behind the catcher, a

The 
actual time that elapsed from the moment that 
the ball left the hand; of the pitcher to the moment 
when it dropped into the glove of the second base- 
man was i.S97 seconds. 
The actual time con- 


sumed from pitcher to catcher was 0.351 second— 
a rate of somewhat more than two miles a minute. 
The catcher recovered to launch the ball at second 
base la 0.817 second. It required only 0.796 sec- 
ond to throw the ball from catcher to second base 
—a distance of 129 feet. The record for a 100-yard 
daah is only 93-5 seconds. No wonder bases are 
difficult to steal. 


"Strange things are revealed by Mr. Gilbreth's 


camera. So swiftly does the ball irarel that it is 
struck by the bat before the pitcher's foot -has 
risen to its full height from th« ground. Some 
pictures show the ball in the catcher1! glove be- 
fore the battfcr even began to strike."

which can be followed with a fruit salad, making 
an excellent and inexpensive dinner. 


Salmon Betty—Flake a can of drained salmon 


first removing the skin and the bones. Chop one 
onion of medium size with one green pepper or a 
canned pepper, mix with the fish. Butter a pud- 
ding dish and put in a layer of fish, then a layer 
of fine crumbs, dust with pepper and salt and dot 
wita; butter. _Proceed until 'the fish is used up 
then beat one egg in a cupful of- milk, turn over 
all and bake a delicate brown.

The activities of the Y. M. 
C A. in the training camps 
throughout America and at 
the front, hace leen among 
the outstanding features of 
the War. The practical success of 
these acticities has gicsn the Red 
, 1 riangle a significance scarcely sec- 
ondary to that of the Red Cross. 
1 he writer of the falkie ing comments 
has been taking an aciiCe part in this i£or\. 
He gives a graphic picture of the ministrations 
ct the front by the men in green uniforms.

T I "'HE Red Triangle has become brother to the 


J[ Red Cross. The man in green has become 


brother to the man In khaki. 


The boys In camp ana at the front—particularly 


with that stormy front—need terribly and without 
failure or stint supplies and equipment. 
They 


need every attention medical science can bestow. 
But they have other needs—so urgent that all elsa 
may sometimes seem to become Insignificant 


What, more than anything hi the world, do our 


boys want during that black, silent march up to 
the front line? They need soul comfort—a spirit- 
ual, brace. 


The Comforting Hand. 


Of what 13 that boy of yours in khaki drab, 


that brother or husband in marine blue, that, 
sweetheart or friend in navy "whites"—of what 
do our fighters think and long for most as they 
face their Maker? Without light by which to read 
pocket testament, shorn of the crude comforts that 
have given a home touch to life in billet or bar- 
racks, they stand, physically uncomfortable, men- 
tally harrassed, alone among strangers following 
a blind road in a foreign land, waiting the order

All their training has not made them entirely 


Into machines. Tiey are still men with human 
emotions. Actions are automatic, fear is not among 
them; but from each breast pent-up agony cries 
silently—the .cry for consolation of a distracted 
soul. This I take to be their greatest need. 


Whether he be green or seasoned, anguish be- 


comes more heart-breaking with ea_ch minute. As 
gray dawn streaks the sky over him, be it on 
•land, shore or sea, the tension increases. In des- 
peration he fingers a trinket; but it is cold, its 
sentiment gone. Who could blame courage for 
going, too? 


Then are our boys comforted. Dark green uni- 


forms are among them. Mer ns worn as they move 
rapidH", stopping for a moment by each.

But the Red Triangle men do not stop here. 


The "push" is on. The green uniforms "go over" 
on the heels of the troops. They are the first to 
praise the victors, succor the wounded, and make 
bearable the feverish work of consolidation. 


If the push is "big" the green uniforms are not 


numerous enough to mingle with all the men, the 
Red Triangle huts, between first and second lines, 
too few to meet every need. 


After the push comes the trail to Geth'semane— 


the journey, of the walking wounded. Engineers 
have planted lines of white posts from the, rear to 
the borders of No Man's Land. They have golie, 
two hours have passed. -.Slowly, staggering- they 
begin to come back, following the trail of the 
painted posts.

I have said little of the wor^z 
in the camps, mostly because I wished to lay 
stress on the crisis of the trench itself and to 
bring forward the supreme movement, and the su- 
preme need and to make it plain that the Red 
Triangle goes "all the way through."

HOLLY new, and certainly the most pic- 
turesque, development of the present con- 
flict, is the employment of optical Illusions 


for war purposes. The idea^has assumed a mili- 
tary importance so great that even the .Issue of 
battles may hang upon it 
* 


The word "camouflage" comes from the thea- 


tre, having originally referred to stage effects de- 
signed in one way or another to deceive the eye. 


Thus it Is hardly surprising that professional 


scene-painters, since the war began, should hare 
found extensire employment In the practice of this 
peculiar art as applied to military problems. To 
fool the Huns, they have erected screens bearing 
painted sections of counterfeit landscape; and, in 
like manner, for the deception, of enemy aviators, 
they hare spread horizontally lar^e areas of can- 
vas (Concealing supply depots or other things, 
worth hiding) which, from the viewpoint of an 
enemy firing machine, gave the effect of village 
root-tops, trees, etc. 


A stream-crossing near an important town wat» 


'sistence that the French engineers ccnld hardly 
make it safe for even a few hours' travel at night. 
But the "camoufleurs" solved the problem. A 
new bridge was buflt 100 yards further down, and 
covered with canvas on which a section of imita- 
tion river was painted. The old bridge was patched 
from time to time, to serve as a decoy for shell- 
fire, and meanwhile traffic went on uninterrupted 
beneath the canvas roof. 


Nets of wide mesh, somewhat resembling seine 


nets, are woven of green cord, with strips of green 
doth a foot long strong to the meshes. The strips, 
fluttering in the breeze, give to the eye of an air- 
plane observer far aloft exactly the effect of a 
field of waving grass.

Foliage Screens. 


ShJeHs of green foliage are employed in the 


trimmer tim« to protect roads from hostile obser- 
vation. In this way many an important transport 
link is kept from the enemy's knowledge for 
weeks, while trains of munition carriers and am- 
bulances pass along in an endless stream, undis- 
turbed. 


Trenclws used for carrying food and ammuni- 


tion to tba firing line are obliterated (as viewed 
from the 3\y) by roofing them with planks covered 
with sod. Iioles In the ground are covered by 
hatches overspread with earth, to hide machine- 
gun nests. The Germans recently have adopted 
the ingenious expedient ot filling the houses of 
villages with earth taken from subterranean work- 
ings, so that formidable defences might find con- 
cealment beneath a normal and peaceful-looking 
pxternal aspect. 


"Dead horses," made o,f papier mach° ?nd some- 


(tlmes lined with steel plates, are utilized for the 
'concealment of snapshooting riflemen. Similarly, 
a counterfeit rock, or a shell-blasted tree-trunk 


' built of Iron,' may hide two or three snipers. Col- 


lapsible frames'covered with black cloth and which 
from a distance look like armored cars when set 
up, are used to draw the enemy's fire and cause 
him to waste precious ammunition. 


An empty hogshead mounted on a tipcart loots 


much like a big mortar from the point of view of 
an aviator half a mile up in the air, and his report 
of Its position may cause the enemy batteries to 
throw away a whole lot of perfectly good shells In 
trying to put the harmless barrel out of; business. 
"Quaker" guns are nothing new; this sort at 
camouflage was frequently employed during the 
American civil war, but with inferior^method. 


Disguising Big Guns. 
' •..- 


The big guns on the fighting fronts are' painted 


with great daubs of p'rlmary colors— re^, blue, 
green, yellow, etc. Likewise the Brjlish*- tanks. 
Even the gunners are now wearing- 'hooded suits 
of overclothes similarly daubed; for, obviously,- it 
would be of little use thus to hide the guns if men 
could be plainly seen moving about them. 


The theory, of course, is easy to understand. 


The primary colors properly mingled make no 


though made up — as one can see 
by passing a sunbeam through a 
prism — of all the colors of the 
rainbow. 
If paints are used 


with scientific correctness for the 
purpose, they ought to render the 
guns and gunners absolutely in- 
visible from a distance.

visible guns, invisible airplanes, 
and possibly (through adaptation 
of a color-scheme to uniforms)

Even the enemy aviator's camera will not 
discern what is within the shadow: and on sunless 
days the flying scouts rarely take photographs, 
because the pictures are much less clear. 


Coloration of Airplanes. 


Airplanes are painted silvery Wihite beneath, so 


as to be inconspicuous rrora the ground, and gray 
on top, to render them less visible to other flying 
machinss that may happen to be overhead. A new- 
er device is to paint them on top with various col- 
ors intermingled, \vhile German battle-planes o£ 
recent pattern are brilliantly decked out in blue, 
green, red and yellow, for the purpose of confus- 
ing the eyes of anti-aircraft gunners. 


Up to now the warpaint of fighting ships has 


been slate-gray, which was supposed to harmon- 
ize with the sea, but henceforth (though the prob- 
lem has not been worked out satisfactorily yet) 
they will be "camouflaged" in schemes of colors. 
In the American navy this irtea is being tried out 
on destroyers; and not long ago one of Uncle 
Sam's submarines, while taking pa'rt in manoeu- 
vres, actually got lost from the fleet because (be- • 
ing adorned in this way) the other ships lost sight 
of it 
" 


The United Stales government now requires 


that all of its merchant ships shall be similarly 
treated, information for the purpose being fur- 
nished to owners and shipmasters by the bureau 
of war risk inpiiranco. They are at liberty to 
choose their own painting -scheme from several 
"recipes" supplied. Of th°se the simplest con- 
sists in painting the vessel iu such a way as to 
eliminate high lights and shadows. The iindcr part 
of the "overhang" is made white, and the super- 
structure dark, the result being a blend with sea 
and sky. 


Other schemes consist in arrangements of the 


p-imary colors in iario;'s pattern*;, the effect 
sought licing n !)icr.u that \viii prc'i'ire visual!;, th" 
impicssion 01 t;/ay. But this gray ha*; to she eye 
much raoro "deadness" than gray paint.

misty. Optically speaking, the same principle ap- 
plies as in the case of the zebra, whose black and 
whiie stripes, vivid enough when seen close at 
hand, are meant by nature as a protective colora- 
tion—in other words, to make the animal less visi- 


ble. Seen from a distance on its native desert, Itt 
stripes blend into a gray that is much less 'con- 
spicuous than a mule's "all-over" gray. 


One of these arrangements is of wavy stripes, 


green, blue and white. Stripes of curvilinear and 
scroll forms, it is found, have a confusing effect to 
the eye, the outlines of a hull thus adorned being 
lost to view at any considerable distance 
Inci- 


dentally they make difficult the focussing of a 
telescope or binoculars upon the ship, rendering it 
harder to see tha craft distinctly. 


Invisibility for Ships. 


Some of these schemes, curiously enough, seem 


to split up the ship's hull and superstructure into 
several parts, visually, with an appearance as if 
sea and sky showed between. The whole puzzle 
is very difficult to analyze, but when it has been 


r thoroughly worked out, and its elements reduced 


to a scientific basis, it may be possible to make a 
vessel actually invisible at a distance of a mile. 
Meanwhile, and for present purposes, the object 
sought is to render ships less easy to see. 


The spa is bliie. The sea is arreen. The pea is 


mottled gray. 1IS color depends upon that of the 
sky, which it reflects. Take a bucketful of water 
from the ocean, and it has no color. In leality the 
sea has no color of its own. Hpw, then, shall it 
be successfully imitated? 


One expert, who has mado long study of the 


subject, declares that the color-effect of the sea is 
a mixture of violet and green. If, therefore a 
ship be painted with these two colors in a suitable 
pattern (stripes wavy or in scrolls), it will ba 
made relatively invisible, because at a distance 
the light rays will mingle and so affect the optlo 
nerve as to produce a color impression like that of 
the sea.

It Is 
a wonderful instinct which causes th'o 
mother t'o thus preserve tho food for her 
now born young, whereas, more- of tho 
poison would result In tho spider's death 
and decay before tho following spring.

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GOVERNOR SILENT ON CANDIDACY 
BUT HIS FRIENDS GET TO TORK

AX FRAXCISCO, March 2.— 
Governor Stephens having stu- 


diously refused to make a talk 
for himself, some of his friends 
have taken the matter in hand 
and held a preliminary confer- 
ence. So far as anything has 
been made public it is the first

steered by Percy Lon<r. That is some assurance that 
it was more than a' perfunctory gathering. . Percy i-? 
credited with astuteness iii political affairs. He was 
elected over and over again as City Attorney, holding 
the office for some twelve years, until he had to resign 
to get rid of it. There is no ground for saying that he 
is not sincerely interested in Governor Stephens' can- 
didacy; but an additional spur no doubt exists in the 
fact that lie is not at all enamored of the mayor, and 
consequently is not interested in his candidacy, except 
adversely. While he was the City Attorney friction 
was engendered between them, that developed into open 
rupture. 
This was caused, as it is generally under- 


stood, bv use miuui's prunenesa iu Jtn-cpt the lcu~ 
as construed by those who had the mayoral ear. 
instead of those duly elected and legally qualified to 
give it. Anyhow, there is a situation that figures now, 
and it may bo counted that whatever a very alert and 
experienced politician can do to further the chances 
.of the Governor of California, will be done with prompt- 
ness and despatch. 
Senator Phelan's Wire 


It now transpires that Senator Phelan's wire to the 


Heney banqueters at Los Angeles was not an indorse- 
ment of Heney. It will be remembered that'it was not 
given out for publication, but the announcement of its 
reception was made in such a w^ay as to imply an in- 
dorsement. 
It is now stated that it was a sort of go- 


in-and-win camouflage — one of those -expressions that 
was accepted as meaning more than it said. Some of 
the Senator's proponents assumed that it was the result 
of an agreement of some sort as to the next Senatorial 
contest and the Federal brigade was rather precipitate 
in accepting it as a hunch to get in ; but it has now 
been made plain that the national administration is 
not taking a band, and that tb'e Senator has a more 
open mind. This may have resulted from the impres- 
sion that Thomas Lee Woolwine created when he 
appeared hert. If the idea had been entertained that 
no other than Heuey could make an impression on the 
voting populace, such idea was seriously jolted by the 
jocund air with which this young knight from the 
South breezed into the ring. Although there was but 
a single member of the Federal brigade at the Iroquois 
banquet, they are all now manifesting a more open 
attitude toward this new challenger. Without being 
bumptious Woolwine is up and up, aggressive, justify- 
ing himself by his energy and fearlessness. A good 
example of that was his action during his cam- 
paign for District Attorney, in addressing workingmen 
whom it was sought to array against him because of 
his having prosecuted Schmidt and Kaplan and secur- 
ing their conviction. He announced that he was un- 
equivocally opposed to dynamiting and anarchy, and if 
any one present was in favor of it, he invited him to 
"come up and say so. Organized labor voted for him 
after that, and his friends say that is the way he elec- 
tioneers- 
At any rate, it is concluded that there is 


going to be a contest over the Democratic candidate 
for Governor. 
Theodore Bell Strong for Woolwine

• unworthily: but his. fame has not permeated this sec- 


tion to the extent that is considered politically advan- 
tageous. and tilings are being printed to correct the 
situation. 
It required but the entrance of another 


determined candidate to disclose that Heney is not 
shoved forth by the administration, and is not specifi- 
cally backed by Senator Phelan. The Isidore Jacobses 
behind the Heney movement apparently figured on the 
possibility that there would not be strong competition 
in the Democratic ranks: that California not being 
normally a Democratic State, and Heney having a 
national placarding, no other aspirant would care to 
tilt lances with him. It was a case of bluff which has 
hpen called. Lt now transpires that much was accepted 
without having been settled. The President, Ave are 
assured, is not making it an administration matter. 
Senator Phelan is only interested in wife-guarding his 
next term, and that which lias been clone in his name 
is largely the work of over-zealous friends. Democrats 
do not sec how party advantage is lik^'y to result by 
giving a political feud an official status. 
Altogether 


there has been a remarkable change in Bourbon ranks. 
As to the Republican situation, nothing new is to be 
reported at this writing. Governor Stephens is an 
avowed candidate, but is not yet ready to talk. Maynr 
Rolph appears not to linve ronfJe up his mind whether 
the water is -sufficiently fine or not 
Judge Walter 


Rordwell is still in the ante room. Much talk which is 
probably unwarranted is indulged in as to Chester 
Roweii. The fact that he is close to Senator Johnson, 
and would be a* geographical compromise is perhaps 


responsible for this. But Rowell has been seriously ill 
of a sickness that lingers, and •will take a long rest in a 
trip TO the South Seas. That fact makes a serious 
consideration of Mm as a gubernatorial candidate all 
but impossible. 
McCabe Back From Los Angeles 


Alexander McCabe has returned from a journey to 


Los Angeles, which may have been reckoned by some 
nervous people as -a political mission. While it was 
probably an nffjViril four, necessitated by his duties as 
State Insurance Commissioner, it afforded him oppor- 
tunity for a ''close-up" of the situation in the South. 
His report is in line with those of others who are* able 
to take a survey of the situation there—that as to a 
gubernatorial candidate they are still "milling." It is 
generally urged that the Governor should come 
from the South, and there are five aspirants from that 
section, three of whom have declared themselves. They 
represent different political elements, and there are 
local complications, so that public preference doesn't 
crystallize. An evidence of the unsettled mind is tha 
attitude of the Times, straight Republican and carry- 
ing weight, inclining to favor a candidate up this way 
—J. 0. Hayes. McCabe doesn't throw any light on 
that other deep subject that is perplexing so many peo- 
ple—what Senator Johnson is going tf do about the 
Republican situation. He opines that the Senator has 
'been so absorbed in preparing and delivering his speech 
uii guvernnient cv.-ncrship of railroads, and Bitting in 
at the Hog Island investigations, that he has been 
unable to apply himself to the California situation. 
McCabe adheres to his declaration that Heney will not 
be a formidable candidate. Already he is being sus- 
tained by the way in which the intrepid TVoolwine has 
been received. Another thing that he says, in answer 
to the assumption that Heney's success would upset 
Senator Johnson's dominacy, is that any time the Sen- 
ator desired to go out and "get" California, supposing 
it had been "got'' by another, he would be perfectly 
able to do it. All that would be necessary would be to 
make another auto campaign through the State, with 
his old-time vim, and whatever strange gods had been 
set up would be at once deserted, and the hosts would 
reassemble under his banner. That is a rather confi- 
dent conclusion, but when it is remembered what has 
happened it is not altogether fanciful. 
About Rolph and Heney

ernor. The mayor remains 
silent,

positive information from Eustace Culinan, through 
one relay, that such candidacy has been settled upon. 
The information as to just when the candidacy will be 
formally launched is withheld. The elaborate mvuu- 
tions to a Heney conference and banquet at the Palace 
this Saturday night have been nullified. The mobiliza- 
tion of Heney-for-Govemor proponents who don't herd 
in a party corral hns been definitely postponed, at the 
instance of Heney himself, who appears to have seen 
what many others saw, that such efforts were getting 
him in bad with the regulars. He is thus early meet- 
ing up with the experience not uncommon in political 
enterprises, of a candidate having to look out for his 
friends as well as his enemies. 
An Opportunity Passed Up 


The mayor's party, involving a trip de Itrxe to 


Eureka and a launching, came off without a hitch. 
Hospitality with a big H characterized the affair, from 
the time the special train left here Thursday till its 
return Monday. The guests were not permitted to put 
up for anything, nor to want anything. Even their 
breakfasts aboard the ferryboats on the final lap, their 
cigars afterwards, and their last bootblack, was in- 
cluded in the big treat. The invitations included six- 
teen supervisors.

The Lieutenant-Governorship 


The lieutenant-governorship is claiming more atten- 


"While it may be a shelf where good 
men are sometimes stowed away, very seldom there- 
after to come down and perform importantly in a politi- 
cal way, it certainly is not wearing on the incumbent's 
nerves, does not encroach on his time except during the 
biennial legislative sessions, when he derives import- 
ance ihrousrh presiding over the Senate: carries a sal- 
ary (jf fii 000 fi year and there is always a chance of 
purc<--i"ii. Hay Benjamin is willing to honk up w i t h 
whoever shall become the Republican candidate. Arthur 
Breed, who occupies the position now as near as any 
one can occupy it, is in a receptive frame of mind, and 
there are others who could easily be approached. In 
Ilio opposition, Mayor Davie is so gaited that he is con-

sidered in some quarters a good running mate for 
Ileney, if the latter triumphs at the primaries. Jo 
Snyder of Grass Valley gets favorable mention up 
State, and Robert DeWitt further up State. It is con- 
sidered that the lieutenant-governor should psycho- 
logically come from the Xorth, just as it is argued that 
the candidate for Governor should come from the 
South. At this juncture, however, it is not seen how 
the lieutenant-governorship can cut much ice in the 
general contest The same may be said as to the other 
pjpctive State offices. It has been stated quite confi- 
dently that an incumbent under the present election 
laws has a great chance of perpetuating himself. Mak- 
ing the campaign is expensive and bewildering to a 
new aspirant, while the incubent has the path well 
broken. In proof of all this, consider Secretary of 
State Jordan. Many changes are not looked for in 
those offices where the incumbents stand for re-election. 


t About Fort Gunnybags 


In a recent address before the San Francisco Conven- 


tion League it was charged that Fort Gunnybags had 
been overlooked. The charge was singularly erroneous. 
Fort Gunnybags was the two-story building at the 
southeast corner of Front and Sacramento streets, and 
stood until its destruction by the great fire of 190G just 
as it was when it served the Vigilance Committee as 
headquarters fifty years before. Several years before it 
was destroyed the California Landmarks League liad 
caused to be placed upon its Sacramento-street front 
a bronze tablet, to identify it as the theater of a start- 
ling episode that gained stnch world-wide 'celebrity. 
After the fire the tablet disappeared, but before the 
charge was made that the League had been recreant in 
not designating this notable landmark the tablet had 
been discovered in a junk shop, where the finder or pur- 
loiner had sold it, and will be reaffixed to the building 
now occupying the site as indicating a historical spot 
of unusual interest. "Fort Gunnybags" took its name 
from the fact that bags filled with sand were piled la 
front of the building to a height of five feet, inclosing 
half the street Two pieces of artillery were mounted 
to withstand attack, and guards were constantly on 
duty inside the "fort."' 
A Historic Episode Recalled 


Two generations have come upon the scene since the 


doings of the famous Vigilance Committee of 1856. The 
generation which was contemporary has all but disap- 
peared. Those who have succeeded may be interested 
in a recapitulation of this famous uprising. On May 
14, James Casey shot James King of William. Casey 
was a "politician" and King of William was the editor 
of the Bulletin. Before that there had been lawless- 
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This shooting was the last straw, and the people rose 
in their unlawful might Over night five thousand men 
sprang to arms, and in an incredibly short time were 
organized into a compact military force. There were 
four regiments of infantry, a pistol battalion, a bat- 
talion of cavalry and a battery of artillery. These were 
under a commander who ranked as as major-general, 
and there were a quartermaster-general, a commissary- 
general, a paymaster-general, an inspector-general and 
a surgeon-general, with their staffs and aids, besides 
the usual regimental and line officers. The movement 
was directed by an executive committee of forty-one, 
of whicfrWilliam T. Coleman was president The com- 
mittee organized a constabulary or police force, that 
which had been lawfully instituted being disregarded. 
It also instituted a court, before which accused persons 
were duly brought, their cases considered, themselves 
supplied with counsel if none appeared, but where 
quibbles and delays were not permitted. This remark- 
able body utterly defied local and State laws, though it 
seems to have taken some care not to clash with Fed- 
eral authority, Xaval vessels were in the bay, com- 
manded by Admiral Farragut, and the Federal troops 
quartered at the Presidio and Fort Scott were under 
the command of General Wool, but received no word 
from Washington to interfere. 
On the last days of 


August this extraordinary army disbanded, and the 
ceremony was made a celebration lasting several day5. 
Crowds visited Fort Gunnybags and inspected the scene 
where such unusual occurrences had taken place. The 
Vigilance Committee during its vogue arrested two 
hundred and eighty persons, banished twenty-eight, 
hanged four and scared one to death. Those hanged 
were James P. Casey, Charles Cora, Hetherington and 
Brace. Each of them had killed his mat. Yankee Sulli- 
van committed suicide through fear. 
Terry's Narrow Escape 


Band S. Terry was the stormy petrel of affairs in 


this State at the time the Vigilantes uprose, as he 
continued to be for thirty years afterwards. When the 
Vigilance Committee bad its hand well in in the matter 
of hanging people, and the rank and file were in a way 
of clamoring for it. Terry stabbed Hopkins, one of the 
Committee's policemen. He was instantly captured 
and taken to Fort Gunnybags. Terry was the Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court He had strong friends 
in the South, which at that time dominated the Fed- 
eral government The leaders of the Committee real- 
ized that if they summarily and unlawfully hanged a 
chief justice, who had such powerful friends at court, 
they would be very likely to invoke Federal interfer- 
ence, and such of them as maintained'their balance 
saw a dilemma, indeed. As one of them expressed it, 
-We went after coyotes but caught a grizzly." The 
leaders had to withstand the clamor for Terry's execu- 
tion, and to maneuver a way to get him off without 
bringing the vengeance of the rank and file on their 
own heads. If Terry was hanged, not o«]y Federal 
interference was likely to follow, but the more intimate 
reprisal of Terry's fire-eating friends was to be reck- 


oned with. It looked as though they had started some- 
thing that they might not be able to stop. Several plans 
for getting out of the dilemma were proposed. Com- 
modore Farragut, Senator Gwiu and General Wool met 
representatives of the Vigilance Committee and had a 
confab. 
Commodore Farragut suggested a plan by 


which he would have a boat at a certain landing at 
midnight, to which the Committee should bring Terry. 
He was to be landed on rife sloop of war Adams, which 
should sail at once for Mare Island, where he would be 
liberated upon promising to go into the interior and 
not return to San Francisco for six months. But Judge 
Terry had already suggested a better plan than that. 
He had offered to resign his office and submit to being 
put aboard the next Panama steamer, and not return 
to California for six months. But for some reason 
neither plan was followed. Hopkins recovered, the 
thirst for blood subsided, and in good time Terry was 
set free, to send Broderick to his death three years 
later, and himself to meet a violent death twentrp-seven 
years after that. 
The Projected Naval Plan 


Xow that Senator Johnson and Representative 


Kahn have specifically endorsed the Alameda site for 
a naval base, and that Senator Phelan has assented, 
it may be accepted that when another base is estab- 
lished on th.e_ bay of San Francisco there will be no 
question as to where it is to be put But there is some 
surprise over the reported decision of the Secretary 
of the Xavy not to recommend an appropriation to 
begin work immediately. Especially so when the Gov- 
ernment is extraordinarily busy with naval projects 
elsewhere, in its own yards and those that, have been 
commandeered. It is not believed anywhere that need 
for naval protection and activity will cease with the 
conclusion of the war, and the occasion for this new 
base will therefore be as insistent as it was when tha 
commission was appointed and started on its mission 
to determine upon a site. Some discussion has re- 
sulted on the part of observers who are disposed to 
survey such matters politically, as to whether such 
indifference would be manifest if the proposed base 
was in the South instead of the far West. The admin- 
istration attitude toward Camp Fremont is cited in 
this connection—how the many cantonments through- 
out the South jvere built and equipped without ques- 
tion or quibble, and duly utilized to their full extent, 
while' the best situated of all, located in California, 
has dragged, the authorities dawdling along and de- 
laying its completion and important use. When the 
Naval Commission was here the impression obtained 
that another naval base in the bay of San Francisco 
was considered by the naval authorities to be urgent 


there were evidences that there was to be something 
doing immediately. Information was sought by wire 
as to the title of the site, and how soon a special elec- 
tion could be held to confirm title to the Federal Gov- 
ernment. But latterly the project has received negli- 
gible treatment. There is naturally much speculation 
as to why this great project is left in such an Uncer- 
tain status. 
Echoes From Afar 


This from a Xew York correspondent is not strictly 


California news, Jtrat it is of sufficient interest to war- 
rant a place in print: "Roosevelt is an undoubted 
candidate for the Republican presidential nomina- 
tion in 1920. The women are strong for him; 
but Governor Whitman will be a candidate for re^ 
election, third term. If he wins it looks like he will 
control the delegates from Xew York State, and he 
is a rabid Tolly.' He virtually ran the Chicago con- 
vention, so you see he is Roosevelt's strong oppo- 
nent * * As I wrote,-Hearst has Hylan at Palm 
Beach, showing him the Hearst way. And Tammany 
men are-so sore, sore!" This last refers to Hylan's ap- 
pointments, which seem to get on Tammany's nerve. 
One characterization is that he has "depopulated

The situation in Russia ought to furnish the Tol- 


stoys their opportunity. It will be remembered the 
brothers, sons of the famous author, met here some- 
thing over a year ago. and notwithstanding their fa- 
mous family name, made not a ripple on the surface of 
either the intellectual or the lion-baitihg communitv. 
San Francisco is particular partial to lions, but it 
failed to take these up. Not evincing interest while 
they were here, it naturally failed to keep tab of them 
after they left Wherever they have sojourned in tha 
meantime they are now again to the fore-^-at least Count 
lira. A lecture by the latter was extensively adver- 
tised in the Xew York papers to take place at CarnegU 
Hall on the 22d. The theme was announced to be Rus- 
sia's one-hundred year struggle for liberty. On any 
Russian subject a Tolstoy should be well up. The ad- 
vertisement suggests that the Tolstoy attitude is favor- 
able to the Bolsheviki, and that the occasion was 
made to appeal to those of the same way of thinking. 
Stool Pigeon Arrests 


There is another side to the arrests for selling and

•was sacredly kept. 
1AU at length I 


reached tho conclusion thnt It waa my 
duty to seo and know for mysolf. It wa.s 
plain enough after a lirlof experience that 
I could not sco tlio world through my 
mother's eyes. 
Sho had departed, as I 


knew, a good bit from tho teachings of 
-her parents, why should 1 bo bound by 
tho outlook of mhio unless thoao teach- 
ing.') proved truo and good. I would a,t 
least seo for iny*olf. But what a strug- 
gle with conscience, what a tempest In 
tho brain. 
After a battio which now 


seems grotesque I purchased a ticket 
admitting me lo Hiwcrly's Theater, and 
to tho play, "Undo Tom's Cabin." But 
as I wailed for tho cut-lain to rise I waa 
BO smitten In soul that had tho building 
tumbled down about my ears as a punish- 
ment for my wickedncsia In visiting tho 
"ante-room of Hell" jt would havo seem- 
ed entirely fitting. "Undo Turn'.* Cabin" 
that night was as beautiful as It Ls possi- 
ble for tho dear old piny to bo when all 
tho meretricious '^business" now Intro- 
duced by managers without tixato ore 
omittrd.

And that Is tho 


whole cnso In a sentence. 
Afld both of 


these duties aro, or ought to bo, Im- 
perative. 


But I hasten on to speak ol my In- 


debtedness to tho stage, and of certain 
happy hours with tho masters of dramatic 
art. As a teacher It was my duty to 
take successive classes, through tho play- 
of Hamlet. I thought I know something 
of the depth and beauty of Hamlet's 
philosophy. 
I was mistaken. 
Not until 


I saw and heard Edwin Booth as the 
"Melancholy Dane" did I dream of tho 
wealth of mental treasure, and all tho 
varied forms of wit and poetry In that 
marvelous play. And above all tho possi- 
bilities of tho human voice aa on organ 
of expression, It was a new revolution of 
tho majesties of Shakespeare, and an in- 
troduction Into a veritable palace of art. 
I heard Booth many times In many 
plays. I learned tho story of his sor- 
rowful life, 
tils battio with temptation 


and misfortune, hla life-long effort to oto- 
vato tho stage, the courage with which 
ho inot hla private griefs, his strict In- 
tegrity, (t waa all an Inspiration to mo 
when most I needed tho help of the good 
and tho example of tho great It Is not 
too much to say that Edwin Booth was 
an Inspiration to a wholo generation of 
young men, for few In any profession 
havo left a nobler record than this man, 
tho aon of an actor, and himself wholly 
a product of the theater. 


NOBLEST ROMAN 


But tlicro was ono actor I loved more 


In my eager youth than Booth. 
Dear 


old John McCullough, tho "noblest Ro- 
man of them all." He was so manly, so 
human, so like tho rest of us poor mor- 
tals. 
A3 weak as Robert Burns with 


wine and women, ibut for all that a noblo 
soul who struggled, and fought on, and 
did a world of good ere ho passed to 
tho "silence of pathetic dust." To hear 
him aa Brutus was to really llvo In tho 
Ktornul City In tho days of Julius Caesar, 
and to come close to tho nobility of 
Homo. Through all the rears I can hoar 
his death cry when tricro was uo moro 
to say than thin: 
"Our onomles have beat us to tho pit 
It Is nioro worthy to leap In ourselves 
Than tarry till thoy push us. 


Countrymen, 


My heart doth Joy that yet, In all my 


IKo, 


I found no man init ho was true to me." 


Brutus was tho ideal Iloman, and John 


McCullough was for all tlmo tho Ideal

Never havo the noble virtues 


of courage, patriotism, faithfulness, gen- 
tleness, self-reliance, been moro adequate- 
ly portrayed.

William Shakespeare, who has been 
called the "Emperor of Literature," would 
never havo found expression but for the 
theater. \Ve owe much of tho finest and 
noblest In human speech to tho theater. 
Yet It Is hated of small men' and cmi- 
demned by narrow souls. 


In later years oven tho gospels hav» 


received a new Interpretation by Forbes 
Robertson In the "Third Floor Bade," 
and tho old lessons of sowing and reap- 
ing In tho great Impersonations of Mrs.

CAMPS ARE VISITED. 


Unable, for laclc of time, to make an 


investigation of this kind, I have chosen 
Khe next best course. 
Provided with a 


blanket order from the French ministry 
of war—an order virtually permitting me 
to visit any camp at any time—I have 
looked into five of the larger camps In 
three main districts and into several of 
the smaller ones. In every case but one I 
.made these visits without previous warn- 
ing of my coming, in order to see the 
•prisons, not when they were arranged for 
Visitors, but in their ordinary routine.

-these visits I supplement -with my chance 
observations on prisoners and their lot 
.gained by three years and a half of resi- 
dence, off and on, in war-time France. 
'And I may as well state in beginning my 
general conclusion that tite Germans and 
Austrians held prisoners by the French 
are treated as well as might be expected 
under the circumstances. 


The handling and using of prisoners In 


.Prance have been worked out to a sys- 
tem which, after inevitable .hitches in the 
beginning, seems to be running smoothly. 
While there is a constant, day-by-day 
dripping of prisoners or deserters across 
the line, the greater part of the Germans 
held cap**ve in France are taken, in tots 
,of from a thousand, say, to fifteen thous- 
'and, during the periods of the guest at- 
'.•tacks. As soen as they are beyond the 
tone of shefl,fii« they asa concentrated 
'In temporary camps near the front, where 
they are cleaned up in »rder to prevent 
infection or the spread of 'vermin. 


PRISONERS CLEANED. 


As soon as possible thereafter they are

quarters of several prison districts, situ- 
ated, for the most part, in central France. 
Since work is the order of the day for 
prisoners, and since, moreover, their serv- 
ices are vesy aseful in the present labor 
shortage, t'aese moves are made with a.

The announcement of the nations of Europe in 


1815 was: "Nations will henceforth respect their 
mutual independence; the object of war and peace 
•is to secure tbe ngnts, me ireeaom ana uue inue- 
,pendence of all nations," Having made this 
grandiloquent announcement they promptly pro- 
ieeded to make arbitrary territorial arrangements 
which violated every axiom of nationality and 
destroyed all hopes of a lasting peace. 
- The Czar Alexander advocated "a confederated 
Europe that would substitute for the devious 
ways of diplomacy an international high court for 
."rendering wars of aggression an impossibility," 
'but the time was not ripe for this, and his purpose 
failed to pass from the regions of political theory 
into those of practical right.

disablement, return to hia Conner occupation he 
must be trained for & new one in which his physi- 
cal handicap is no drawback. If he has lost one or 
both legs he must be provided with artificial sub- 
stitutes and re-educated—as the French call it—- 
for a trade in which hands and arms only are re- 
quired. 


From this new policy the greatest advantage is 


to the man himself for, as soon as he realizes the 
possibilities, the future opens up as one of useful- 
ness and encouragement, rather than one of help- 
lessness and despondency. Next is the gain to the 
nation, for in this process of re-education an idle 
dependent has been transformed Into a happy and 
contented wage-earner. 


Ceuters of reconstruction Lave sprung tip In al! 


the warring countries, and crippled soldiers are 
being turned out—not wrecks of humanity—but 
capably prepared for some particular job. Plans 
for similar provision for American war cripples are 
now under way, and it is clear that our disabled 
men will not, on their return, be dependent on the 
alms of private charity. 


Those charged with the organization of this work 


report but one apprehension regarding its success: 
whether the American public will help or binder 
this rehabilitation of the crippled soldier. In the 
past, the cripple's greatest obstacle has been found, 
n,ot in his own disability, but in the attitude of the 
public toward him. The community has treated 
the cripple as helpless and only too often has 
forced him to an acceptance of this view. Em- 
ployers have pitied him but denied him a chance at 
a real job; the public education authorities have 
pitied him but excluded him as an undesirable; in- 
dividuals have pitied liim and given him alms. But 
never has the cripple received the slightest measure 
of constructive assistance which would have put 
him on Ms feet and placed him beyond the need 
of further help. 


Let us extend to the returning crippled soldier a 


full measure of gratitude and respect, but let us 
avoid hero-worship and the expression of maudlin 
sympathy which will hinder rather than help his 
chances for the future. Let us guard him from the 
ignominy of dependence, and help him to the dig- 
nity of self-support. Arrival at an Atlantic port 
of wounded and disabled soldiers from France is 
a warning that the time is near at hand when the 
people at home must give their attention to this 
phase of their duties in the war and toward the 
men who are doing the fighting.

SCHOOL MOBILIZATION. 


For twenty years before the war Germany 


mobilized her educational forces in the interest 
of international conflict. 
"Misunderstanding be- 


tween nations," said Canon Masterman, at a meet- 
ing of the Teachers' Guild in London, "arises 
largely from lack of adequate knowledge and from 
false conceptions of national honor, as, for ex- 
ample, the preposterous idea that It is derogatory 
for a large State to concede anything to a small 
State, and that a true peace can be founded on 
injustice." 


The history of other nations has been often 


crowded out of the German school curriculum, 
and Germans know very little of any modern 
country except their own. 
In their text books 


history is written predominantly from the mili- 
tary standpoint. Tho economic interdependence 
of nations, the mutual indebtedness of nations in 
the region of thought has never been adequately 
explained in the German schools. The result has 
been an impression left on the minds of German 
children that rivalry and mutual distrust is the 
normal atmosphere of international relations.

ice."There Is only one safe way to keep 
your car from being stolen, according to 
this tire and car thief and that is not 
to leave It around unprotected. If a 
thief wants your car and you leave it 
alone long enough he will get it.
